zontal pofition,  in  a  chair,  the  molt  of  that  day, — when 
Daft.  EJiJha  Ptfkitu,  of  Plainfield,  called  on  me,  and 
havina  operated  on  me  a  few  minutes  with  his  patent 
metallic  inftruments,  the  pain  in  mv  leg  wholly  ceafed, 
and  the  rednels  and  inflammation  of  the  wound  entirely 
difhppeared.  I  was  free  from  pain  that  night,  and  indeed 
the  paifli  and  inflammation  both  ceufed  from  that  opera- 
tion, and  never  returned  again. 

And  I  further  certify,  that  my  wife  at  that  time  was  forcly 
afflicted  with  rheumatic  pains  in  her  hip,  which  had  been 
upon  her  a  number  of  years,  and  had  affected  her  to  iucli 
a  degree  as  to  render  that  fide  ffiorter  than  the  other, 
and  to  make  her  unable  at  that  time  to  raife  herlelf  from 
her  chair  without  the  greateft  difficulty,  or  to  walk  acrols

t '..n federate  General  Hospital,  Augusta,  Ga.,  July,  1S(12. 
ilrap,  a  Confederate  soldier;  ape  37;  dark  complexion; 
dark  hair  and  eyes;  weight  145  pounds;  height  five  feet  six 
inches ;  athjgtic  and  strong  in  health ;  muscles  well  developed ; 
Iiaj  been  in  the  service  of  his  country  six  months;  previous 
to  this  time  his  occupation  was  farming.

At  the  battle  of  Seccseiouville,  on  Janea'  Island,  8.  C, 
June  lf>th ,  1802,  whilst  xtanding  in  a  small  boos*, and  in  the 
act  of  taking  a  cartridge  from  the  box,  a  Minnie  ball  passed 
through  a  plank  in  the  side  ot  the  house,  three  inches  in 
thickness,  and  cnteriog  the  lower  pert  of  the  anterior  fleshy 
portion  of  tbe  right  fore-arm,  passed  through  the  extensor 
and  flexor  muscles  between  the  ulna  and  radius,  splintering 
both  bones,  without,  however,  fracturiug  then  across. 

The  wound  suppurated  freely,  and  appeared  to  be  doing 
well,  until  July  ()th,whcn  the  suppuration  was  sensibly  dimin- 
ished, and  the  patient  complained  of  spasmodic  twitchings 
and  painful  sensations  in  the  nusclcsof  the  wounded  arm 
and  corresponding  f-lJe,  sud  along  the  Fpinc,  especially  be- 
tween the  shoulder*  and  in  the  region  of  the  cervical  and 
brachial  plexus;  stiffness  and  uneasiness  about  the  muscles  of 
tlie  jaws,  and  painful  sense  and  tightness  about  the  ensifurm 
cartilage;  torpor  of  the  bowels,  snd  lose  of  rest  at  night. 
The  spasmodic  contractions  and  twitchings  of  the  muscles  of 
the  wounded  arm  were  excited  and  increased  by  the  slightest 
movements,  and  were  especially  aggravated  by  coughing, 
which  was  not  only  attended  with  great  pain,  but  also  with 
spasmodic  contractions  of  the  muscle^  of  the  thorax  and  neck. 
For  several  days  previous  the  bowels  have  been  constipated  ;
